Look fo land uses 


There is some proposed legislation for 
Sierra Madre that would encompass the use by 
nonprofit groups of the commercial zone. We 
applaud Bob Oden and his Economic Devel¬ 
opment Committee for taking on this Pan¬ 
dora’s Box. It’s been long in coming and they 
are brave to take it on. 

City Attorney Charles Martin, with the 
help of city staff, has prepared an analysis to 
support the passage of an ordinance concern¬ 
ing the problem. The four findings brought to 
the City Council Tuesday evening were as 
follows: 

* Commercially zoned property comprises 
only two percent of the land area of the city. 
The entire commercial zone is part of the 
Redevelopment Agency, which is reliant upon 
the tax increment from businesses in the 
redevelopment area. The city is dependent on 
sales tax revenue. 

* The use of commercially zoned property 
for use by organizations which generate no 
property tax is detrimental to the welfare of 
the city and jeopardizes the Community Rede¬ 
velopment Agency’s ability to meet debt 
service and other financial obligations'. 

* There is sufficient available property in the 
residential areas of the city, including areas 
adjacent to the commercial zone, to accommo¬ 
date existing and future tax-exempt organiza¬ 
tions in expansion or relocation efforts. 

* The city’s small commercial area can be.st 
generate sales taxes if all of those which do 
not pay property tax or which are neither 
retail, service or other week-long pedestrian- 
related uses are^ regulated so as to accentuate 
daily pedestrian traffic in a compact re¬ 
tail/services ambiance, thereby increasing 
property values, property taxes and sales 
taxes. 

Because Anne B. McIntosh, director of 
development services, feels that the city 
should adopt an urgency ordinance immediate¬ 
ly, the City Council moved quickly Tuesday 
to continue to get the draft ordinance in work¬ 
ing order so that the Planning Commission 
can look at it on Nov. 17. The City Council 
will discuss the matter for permanent adoption 
at its meetings of Nov. 22 and Dec. 6. 

The financial impact on Sierra Madre 
will be extremely important'.

Sho Nomura told us that Junior Young 
was the airman killed. He was killed while 
serving as a bombardier in ,a raid over the.. 
Polesi Oil Fields. His father, Cy Young, ran 
the meat market at Robert’s Market. 

Another one killed in flight training was 
Joe Morgan of Sierra Madre, according to 
Sho. 

• Ron Pulling called from Alexandria, VA, 
to tell us that he was one of the Sierra Mad- 
reans to serve in the South Pacific, building 
communications in the Seabees. He said they 
were building a "lifeline to Australia" in 
those days'and that all supplies were brought 
in by sea planes. He was located on Pal¬ 
myra, Christmas and Canton Islands, and 
met Admiral Nimitz there. 

"Sho and I grew up together. Every 
Saturday morning he went to Japanese 
School then we’d play ball. The Ostis lived 
up the street. Marino and I played violin at 
Wilson Junior High School. It’s amazing. 
Look at the guys I grew up with in the ’30s. 
There was George McRoberts who helped 
invent the two-man submarine, and Howard 
Morgridge who designed schools and was a 
professor at Yale. Miner Harkness was 
younger; his sister was our age. Then there 
was Bud McRoberts, George’s younger 
brother, who was in the Marines. In fact, I 
met him at Kwajalein. He was killed in the 
Korean War. He married Miner’s (Hark¬ 
ness) sister, Mary Alice. George McRoberts 
is in Newport and Jack Pascal, another one 
of our school mates, was a, fine surgeon in 
Pasadena'.' Lincoln is Jack’s younger brother. 

"Hugo.^der Groot ended up a high school 
coach and Sam Schwartz was a teacher with 
the Pasadena Schools. Payton Jordon was a 
coach for the U.S. Olympics. There were 30 
or so in my class and we all ran around 
together with Model T’s, Model A’s and ’32 
V8s. Ross Tyree had a ’29 Chevy."

It can grow rather quickly 
to 80’ or 100’ with lower branches that droop 
toward the ground. 

We’ll be back next week to see more 
trees in their Fall color and enjoy the chang¬ 
ing palette of the woodland.

City Councilmembers on Tuesday awarded 
the library ceiling and lighting project to M. 
Wilson Company for $83,500. 

Funding for the project is as follows: grant 
iund, $30,845; general fund, $12,823; and dona¬ 
tions, $25,804, with a total of $69,472. 

Because of the shortfall of funds, Howard 
Wagner, chairman of tshe Library Board of 
Trustees, will request the board to transfer 
$41,235 from the Library Expansion Fund to the 
city to assist in funding the project. That was to 
take place Wednesday with the final funding to 
equal $84,903 which includes $1403 in contingen¬ 
cy funds. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, the council read 
Ordinance No. 1111, increasing Planning Com¬ 
mission membership to seven from five. It was 
introduced Tuesday. 

A joint meeting with the Planning Commis¬ 
sion is scheduled for Tuesday, Nov. 15, at 7:30 
p.m. A meeting with the Economic Development 
Committee will be scheduled for Jan. 17 with a 
study session. An abbreviated administrative 
presentation is scheduled for Dec. 13. The Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce asked to have a joint meeting 
with the council in January after a new board is 
assigned. 

In other council news, Sean Joyce, city 
administrator, suggested that the city hire BSI 
Consultants, Inc., to conduct a parcel and tax roll 
audit "to ensure the city and redevelopment 
agency are receiving their proper allcxiations of 
property taxes and special assessments for every 
parcel within the city. The cost, because it’s in 
"down time" for the consulting agency, would be 
$4800 guaranteed base. The consultant would

receive up to an additional 15 percent of the first 
year revenue generated by the audit, with a total 
not to exceed compensation of $14,800. 

"The investment is relatively minor com¬ 
pared with the potential return of funds that are 
‘slipping through the cracks,’" Joyce explained. 

The Redevelopment Agency would appropri¬ 
ate $254.40 and the city would come up with 
$4545.60. 

Also discussed at the council meeting Tues¬ 
day was the ordinance establishing regulations for 
dedication of land and payment fees, or both, for 
park and recreation land in subdivisions. 

James Mitsch, interim public works direc¬ 
tor/city engineer, said that the Quimby Act, which 
was adopted by the California Legislature in 1971, 
allowed local agencies to establish ordinances 
requiring residential subdivision developers to 
provide land or in-line recreation purposes. These 
fees would be similar to development impact fees 
which are used to fund public improvements 
necessitated by proposed development, Mitsch 
said. 

If this would have been in place during 
discussions about the Jameson subdivision, the 
city would have collected $5400 per dwelling unit 
or $43,200 total in these fees, Mitsch explained. 

The council passed the ordinance. No. 1114, 
establishing those points brought up by Mitsch.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I just got a puppy from the pound that has lice. Is 
it possible for us to get lice from him? How do I 
treat it? 

No. Lice are primarily species specific. Humans 
have their own species for lice and dogs have their 
own species of lice. Lice are unique in that they 
spend their entire lifecycle on their host. They are 
spread by direct contact or by contaminated 
brushes and combs. The eggs, also know as nits, 
are cemented firmly to the hairs of the host. Then 
nymph hatches from the egg, undergoes three 
ecdyses (moltings) and becomes the adult. The 
entire lifecycle lasts 14 to 21 days. It is advisable to 
thoroughly clean bedding premises and grooming 
Implements at least once even though lice do not 
Uve when they are off the host. Treatment consists 
of bathing with an Insecticidal shampoo followed 
by a spray or dip. The process should be repeated 
every 10 to 14 days until the lice are gone.
